that the intelligence community should proceed on the basis that the 

target date for NSC consideration of such NSCID revisions would be 
mid -August. 

The Chairman then invited comments by each member on the 
proposed revision of NSCID No. 1 and the members discussed the 
ra irective m general terms, and made various suggestions. In 
the course of his remarks, Mr. Traynor proposed certain amend- 
ments to paragraphs 2 d and 3 a with which the members tentatively

Chairman emphasized that this situation should be kept under constant 
review.

that the target date for the East German estimate would be postponed 
until the Fourth Quarter.

General Schow reported to the members on impressions gained 
during his recent trip to certain Central and South American countries. 


General Schow also discussed with the members certain 
questions related to a proposed reduction in the number of military 
attaches, with special reference to the possible effect on reporting 
from Latin American countries.
